STRANGE STORY OF 
HEMOPHILIA TOLD 


Featured by the story of the 
strange disease, hemophilia, as 
told by Dr. A. A. Aita, the regu- 
lar monthly meeting of the Wo- 
man’s Auxiliary to San Antonio 
Community hospital was held on 
Monday afternoon in the hospital 
library. 

Mrs. Earl H. Johnson, presi- 
dent, presided, and the routine 
business given attention included 
several department reports. 

Mrs. Frank K. Nichols, treas- 
urer, reported a balance of $84.24 
in the general fund. 

Report of the free bed fund 
was given by Mrs. G. A. Hanson 
and showed a balance on hand of 
$673. 

Mrs. Sanford Ballou gave the 
sick baby fund report, showing 
the amount of $815.89 in 
fund, plus $164.50 contributed by 
the Auxiliary members. 


Tilustrating his talk with slides | 


showing the “genealogy” of 
hemophilia, Dr. Aita told of the 
symptoms of this comparatively 
rare disease about which prac- 
tically nothing is known. Men- 
tion is made of it, he said, back 
in early Biblical times and al- 
though it has been traced down 
through the ages, still its secret 
has never been discovered — its 
cause is not known, neither is its 
cure. 


Because the blood of one so| 


afflicted is unable to clot, the per- 
son always is in danger of bleed- 
ing to death from even minor 
cuts, tooth extractions or any 
break in the skin. 

One of the strangest facts 
known about hemophilia is that 
it is confined entirely to males 
and yet is transmitted only by 
heredity through the female line 
of a family. It may skip up to 
five or six generations in a fam- 
ily, but always shows up again 
in some distant descendant.
